Edwards deserves 
better from media 

She was an advocate for comprehensive health reform. 

She was an adept political strategist. 

She was an attorney and an author. 

Elizabeth Edwards was many things before she died earlier this 
week after a six-year battle with breast cancer. 

But you would not know that from glancing through the many 
obituaries being written about Elizabeth, the estranged wife of presi- 
dential hopeful John Edwards. 

Instead, Elizabeth has been reduced to a one-note heroine you 
might root for in a Lifetime movie of the week: a strong, brave woman 
who not only battled cancer but also the shame of her estranged hus- 
band’s affair and “love child.” 

No doubt admiration and awe are threaded into this one-dimen- 
sional depiction. There likely are many women who have no idea how 
Elizabeth maintained her public composure. 

But the constant and prominent mistress mentions do a disservice 
to Elizabeth, an admirable woman with or without her grace under 
marital fire. 

Elizabeth was not some smiling, silent political helpmate. Her role 
in our society was not confined to standing at John’s elbow when he 
spoke. Instead, she thrived in the thick of things during her husband’s 
quests for pubHc office, helping orchestrate his campaign and emerg- 
ing as a savvy adopter of the Internet as a political tool. 

And prior to her political work, she was an accomplished attorney, 
that is, until the death of her i6 -year-old son drove her and her hus- 
band into public service in the late ’90s. 

Why should all that be brushed aside? It seems odd to be in awe of 
her, mainly because of how she handled a failed romantic relationship. 

Why not focus instead on how she handled her final years? She 
spent them advocating for others, drawing attention to women’s 
health issues, raising her two youngest children and leaving this Earth 
with wise words that could help others struggling with a family mem- 
ber’s, or their own, illness. 

“The days of our Hves, for all of us, are numbered,” she wrote in a 
Facebook message that appeared the day before her death. “... And 
yes, there are certainly times when we aren’t able to muster as much 
strength and patience as we would like. It’s called being human. But I 
have found that in the simple act of living with hope, and in the daily 
effort to have a positive impact in the world, the days I do have are 
made all the more meaningful and precious.” 

Through those final public words, it is clear EHzabeth viewed the 
bigger picture as her time wound to a close. She did not allow her 
husband’s transgressions to define her life. Neither should we.

Cabrini-Green closes

After 58 years, the once-sprawling Cabrini- 
Green housing complex closed its last high- 
rise Thursday as the final tenant moved out. 

Annie Ricks, the last resident of the 
building at 1230 N. Burling St. on the Near 
North Side, raised seven children in Cabrini. 
Ricks, who previously had balked at leaving, 
departed for an apartment at Wentworth 
Gardens on the South Side. 

“I’m kind of excited because change is 


good,” said Ricks’ 17-year-old daughter. 
Rose. “I just hope it’s going to be safe.” 

In its heyday Cabrini-Green had 
23 high-rises and 15,000 low-income tenants. 
The housing complex became known for 
high-profile crimes, including the killing of 
police officers Anthony Rizzato and James 
Severin in 1970, the fatal shooting of 7-year- 
old Dantrell Davis as he walked to school in 
1992 and the rape, beating and poisoning of 
the girl known as Girl X in 1997. 


A NATIONAL REP 

Nationwide, Cabrini-Green became 
synonymous with public housing. The 
TV show “Good Times” was set there, 
and scenes from the 1992 horror movie 
“Candyman” were filmed there. 


The Chicago Housing Authority first pro- 
posed demolishing the Cabrini-Green high- 
rises in 1994 and replacing them with mixed- 
income townhomes. 


Chicago gets 
A+ for Google 
searches

Chicagoans are a studious bunch. 

That’s what Google’s newly released 
Zeitgeist list would suggest. Education- 
related websites ranked among the 
most popular Google searches for Chi- 
cagoans in 2010. 

Google compiled lists of the hottest 
search items for individual U.S. cities, 
ranking searches based on their unique- 
ness to that city A search query is con- 
sidered unique if it is “disproportion- 
ately popular” in a certain city versus 
the rest of the country Google said. 

In Chicago, the top search was the 
bulky “student.cps.k12.il.us,” which is a 
Web portal for Chicago Public Schools 
students to manage grades and assign- 
ments. Jim Lecinski, Google’s Chicago- 
based managing director of U.S. sales, 
said students likely were bringing home 
fliers or notes from teachers with the 
URL printed on it. Their parents then 
would type the address into a Google 
search bar. 

Other searches related to higher edu- 
cation also factored into Chicago’s top 
10 list. The online student portals for 
UIC and Northeastern Illinois Uni- 
versity ranked No. 2 and No. 7, respec- 
tively, and Harold Washington College 
came in at No. 10.

McDonald’s sued for alleged spitting incident

A Chicago woman is suing McDonald’s after 
she said an employee at a West Side loca- 
tion would not sell her a cheeseburger, then 
refused to make her a ham, egg and cheese 
bagel and finally spit in her face. 

Sarah Thienes had pulled up in a taxi 
at the McDonald’s at 23 N. Western Ave. 
early one morning last December to buy a 
cheeseburger, according to the lawsuit filed 
Wednesday in Cook County Circuit Court. 

But when she ordered through the drive- 


up speaker at about 3:50 a.m., an employee 
told her in “an aggressive and unfriendly 
tone” that she could not have a cheeseburg- 
er because only food on the breakfast menu 
was available, according to the suit. 

Thienes alleged that she then ordered a 
ham, egg and cheese bagel, only to be rebuffed 
again by the employee, who yelled at her that 
ham cannot be included with any of the bagel 
sandwiches and that only bacon was available. 

Thienes then ordered a bagel with bacon, 
but when she pulled up to the drive-thru 


window, Thienes alleged that the employee 
screamed, stuck her head out of the window 
and spit in her face. 

Ron Lofton, who operates the McDon- 
ald’s franchise, said in a statement that he 
was aware of the lawsuit but hadn’t been 
served with a copy 

‘As always, we investigate claims to gather 
the facts and take action as appropriate,” he 
said. 

‘At this time, these are just allegations,” 
Lofton said.

Under a new contract announced Thursday, 
Stern will be broadcasting until Dec. 31, 2015, 
and the shocli joclc’s content will be available 
for the first time on mobile devices, Sirius 
XM said in a statement. 

Stern’s previous five-year, $500 million 
contract with Sirius XM Radio expires this 
month, and investors had been concerned 
that subscribers would abandon the service if 
he were to move on. 

One estimate says Stern brought 1.2 million 
subscribers aboard when he joined Sirius in 


2006. Sirius merged with XM Satellite Radio 
in 2008, and the service now reaches 20 mil- 
lion listeners. 

No other terms of the new contract were 
disclosed. 

Stern, who often swears on air and fea- 
tures adult content on his show, is famous 
for shocking audiences. He was fined several 
times when he was on terrestrial radio. 

Analysts said investors can breathe easier 
now that Stern’s future has been settled. 

“It’s been a cloud over Sirius XM this 
year,” hazard Capital Markets analyst Barton 
Crockett said. 

The full effect on Sirius XM will not be 
clear until more details of the new contract 
come to light, analysts said.

WikiLeaks 
followers eye 
other sites 

□ LONDON Internet activists on 
Thursday defied efforts to end 
their online assaults against institu- 
tions seen as enemies of WikiLeaks, 
promising more cyber attacks on 
targets starting with PayPal. 

The campaign to avenge Wiki- 
Leaks against those who have ob- 
structed its operations, calling itself 
Operation Payback, already has 
temporarily brought down the web- 
sites of credit-card giants Visa and 
MasterCard, and of the Swedish gov- 
ernment. 

A succession of US. institu- 
tions have withdrawn services from 
WikiLeaks after the website pub- 
lished thousands of sometimes em- 
barrassing secret US. diplomatic 
reports that have caused strains be- 
tween Washington and several allies. 

Online retail and Web-hosting 
powerhouse Amazon last week 
stopped hosting WikiLeaks’ web- 
site, and Thursday it briefly became 
the main target of the pro-WikiLe- 
aks campaigners— before they ad- 
mitted it was too big for them, for 
the moment. 

The activists said they instead 
would attack PayPal, which has sus- 
pended the WikiLeaks account that 
the organization had used to collect 
donations. MasterCard and Visa also 
became targets after stopping pro- 
cessing donations.

to Santo 


Legend’s funeral procession to end at Wrigley 


The headline on the cover of the Tri- 
bune’s sports page Saturday summed up 
the grief for Bruce Jarchow and Nancy 
Kelly: “Aw, geez.” 

As the Old Town couple read Ron 
Santo’s famous line, they immediately 
thought of their 2i-year-old son, Bert, 
who idolizes the Cubs great. 

“This is for our son,” Kelly said Thurs- 
day outside Holy Name Cathedral, where 
hundreds of other fans lined up in the 
snow to pay homage to Santo, who died 
Dec. 2. 

“Both of us played third base, and both 
of us took the No. lo,” Jarchow said of 
himself and his son, who is away at college. 
“Santo was a rock star for {our son}.” 

Many of the fans at Santo’s visita- 
tion service shared similar family stories 
Thursday as they turned out in their best 
team gear and stood in a line that at one 
point snaked north on State Street and 
east onto Chicago Avenue. 

On Friday a procession starting at 
Holy Name Cathedral and ending out- 
side Santo’s workplace, Wrigley Field, 


will follow his funeral. Cubs chairman 
Tom Ricketts, MLB Commissioner Bud 
Selig and Santo’s broadcast partner, Pat 
Hughes, are scheduled to give eulogies at 
the funeral. 

At Thursday’s visitation, an estimated 
300 people were bundled up in line at one 
point, undeterred by snowfall and below- 
freezing temperatures. Parked in front of 
Holy Name was a black hearse with two 
red, white and blue flags with the No. 10 
on them. 

Hours before the visitation opened to 
the public, friends and former teammates 
of Ron Santo were allowed into Holy 
Name to pay private respects to Santo. 
Among those attending were former 
Cubs Ernie Banks, Milt Pappas, Glenn 
Beckert and Joe Girardi. 

Former Cub Randy Hundley said San- 
to, who battled health problems that in- 
cluded diabetes and bladder cancer, was 
a fighter. 

“He really fought a battle, I didn’t 
think he would survive so long,” Hundley 
told reporters outside the cathedral.

With its uniquely 
festive costumes, ce- 
real “shots” and uber- 
energetic masses, the 
Twelve Bars of Christmas, which invades 
Wrigleyville on Saturday, stands out as one of 
the most anticipated and well-attended bar 
crawls of the year. For the uninitiated, TBOX 
is an annual, all-day crawl that attracts thou- 
sands, many dressed in over-the-top, holiday- 
themed costumes. 

Now in its 15th year, the crawl has adopted 
official opening ceremonies, a TBOX “court” 
of particularly devoted fans who distribute 
special stickers, and its own traditions, includ- 
ing the pre-drinking ritual of pouring a box of 
cereal into one’s mouth (i.e. the cereal shot). 

Among the buzzed Blitzens and flying Fruit 
Loops, though, lies something more than just 
a party It’s a venture that could rake in about a 
quarter-million dollars this year in ticket sales. 

TBOX started in 1996 as a group of 60 
friends organized by Chicago T-shirt maker 
Chris Festa. Last year the crawl attracted a 
ticket-buying crowd of more than 7,000. This 
year, if the crowd swells to Festa’s anticipated 
8,000, with each attendee paying a $30 cover, 
TBOX has the potential to bring in $240,000 
from ticket sales alone. 

Additionally participating bars could see a 
total of more than $280,000 changing hands 
if each crawler drinks just one $3 Miller Lite 
at each stop. Not bad for a 14-hour event. 

“I didn’t really think [this would turn into a 
job] in the beginning,” Festa said.

TBOX isn’t the only crawl that’s making 
money Though Festa has developed TBOX 
into a private, for-profit business, the popular 
college-era tradition of bar crawling has been 
adapted as a fundraising strategy in Chicago. 
The Ugly Sweater Pub Crawl, for instance, 
raised $1,300 in 2009 for local charities, and

this spring’s Zombie Pub Crawl raised more 
than $5,000 for the not-for-profit theater 
company pH Productions. 

Festa’s business model allows for a fuU- 
time staff of three that works on other Festa- 
branded events in the TBOX off-season, plus 
giveaways for crawl participants. In addition 


to ticket sales, TBOX draws sponsors such as 
MiUer Lite and Beam Global (including Effen 
Vodka and Cruzan 9 spiced rum). The spon- 
sors provide discounted products to accom- 
modate drink specials at bars along the crawl 
route, as well as promotional materials, such as 
banners and posters, according to Jenny Beigh- 
tol, Festa Parties’ public relations associate. 

“We are basically like any other entertain- 
ment business,” Festa said. “We try to put as 
much as possible back into the customer ex- 
perience.” 

The one-day drink-swigging extravaganza 
provides a quick boom for the 37 total Wrig- 
leyville bars that participate, as well. 

At Red Ivy, TBOX brings in crowds that 
surpass even the biggest Cubs day said bar 
events coordinator Stephanie Warren. 

The bar prepares for the influx with double 
the staff, extra tables and more beer (from 
30 to 40 kegs of Miller Lite alone), Warren 
said. 

Bar crawls can be especially effective for 
businesses hoping to draw in a younger crowd.

“If priced appropriately, {a bar crawl] is a 
good business tactic in that it taps into the 
notion of social networks,” explained Linda 
Tuncay Zayer, assistant professor of market- 
ing at Loyola Universit/s Graduate School 
of Business. “It encourages consumers to be 
brand evangelists for the bar by introducing 
their friends in their respective social circle to 
a bar they might not otherwise patron.” 

Tuncay Zayer noted that adding a fundrais- 
ing component to a bar crawl gives consumers 
an easy way to feel that the/re doing some- 
thing for the greater good while having fun. 

TBOX’s for-profit business model has 
proven so successful that it’s earned itself a 
spin-off: Eight Bars of Chanukah. Run by 
drink deals website Poggled, the Dec. 4 crawl 
was organized in just a few weeks and drew a 


sponsorship by hangover drink Rebootizer. 

“I always think of Chicago as one big frat 
party,” said event organizer Kevin Leland of 
the city’s penchant for pub crawls. “People 
in Chicago are up for drinking for the sake of 
drinking and having fun for the sake of having 
fim.” 

While some of TBOX’s revelers have been 
participating for more than a decade, a day- 
long pub crawl may not appeal to everyone. 
Shawn Shrull, 27, admits he’s outgrown the 
scene. 

“Crowds [like those at TBOX] are just too 
many people,” the Rogers Park resident said. 
“If I go out, I like to go to one bar and stay 
and enjoy it. I’ll admit that I had a great time 
when I did it, but the next day I’d be kicking 
myself for it.” 


But for die-hard TBOX fans, there is 
no crowd too large. Angela Nardiello plans to 
be up around 7 a.m. Saturday to head to TBOX 
armed with a map, a box of Lucky Charms and 
her partner in crime, her cousin Susan. 

“I can definitely say what makes TBOX a 
spectacular bar crawl is how organized it is,” 
Nardiello said, noting that she never feels that 
a bar gets overcrowded. 

After all, when else is it acceptable for 
grown men and women to don footie pajamas 
while downing drinks? 

And Festa doesn’t see an end in sight, given 
the event keeps growing. 

‘As long as I can still walk and drink a beer. 
I’ll keep having it,” Festa said.

Elise (Angelina Jolie) isn’t just a mysterious 
beauty who makes a habit of pouting her 
lips and walking very very slowly She’s also 
being followed by cops hoping to snag her 
significant other, who stole a huge chunk of 
change from gangsters. Why the police aren’t 
more focused on the gangsters themselves is 
anybody’s guess; nevertheless, Elise tries to 
throw Acheson (Paul Bettany) off the scent 
by pretending that Wisconsin math teacher 
Erank (Johnny Depp) is the man they seek. 

The buzz: Jolie already delivered one 
stinker of a spy movie this year (“Salt”), and 
the combination of a death-defying expert 
and a regular citizen wore out its welcome 
well before “Knight and Day” replayed it 



this summer. The Venice- and Paris-set “The 
Tourist” and its two mega-stars will have to 
conjure major sparks to get such a stale fire 
roaring again. 

The verdict: Jolie’s almost-too-appropri- 
ate casting asks nothing of her— she’s clearly 
bored of being blandly cold and sexy Depp 
completely botches the movie, making 
Erank Mr. Calm when he should be freaking 
out about all the people trying to kill him. 
Twists don’t get much more moronic than 
this; suffice to say that criminals don’t need 



plastic surgery when no one knows what 
they look like in the first place. If the action 
thrilled or the script achieved old-fashioned 
charm, the film might be fun for people who 
don’t mind a few (5,000) logical inconsisten- 
cies with their breezy entertainment. But 
by taking its silliness too seriously, “The 
Tourist” just embarrasses itself, like a jester 
who thinks he’s called into Parliament for 
his opinion. Pretty scenery though.

In 1976 Philadelphia, former Black Panther member Marcus (An- 
thony Mackie) returns after four years away to find a brother (Tariq 
Trotter, also known as Black Thought from the Roots) who’s fed up 
with him, a former ally who calls him a snitch and a neighborhood 
that’s still plenty unstable. So Marcus sets to reconnecting with his 
old friend, Patricia (Kerry Washington), whose daughter. Iris, has 
been spending a little too much time with a bad influence (Amari 
Cheatom). 

The verdict: Sometimes “Night Catches Us” wisely demonstrates 
that even in a volatile time and place, there’s a time and place to take 
action. Other times it feels like a shorthand lesson for kids, substitut- 
ing archival footage for scene-setting and adding a simple message of “protecting yourself is 
good, killing cops is bad.” What rises above is the gray area in race relations and activism, like 
Jimmy (Cheatom) learning not to assume that anyone is or isn’t on his side, and distressingly 
becoming more comfortable firing a gun after flinching the first time.

Otherwise, “Tiny 
Furniture” mostly chronicles the mis- 
takes of youth without the ability to sort 
real feeling from phony posturing. Just 
because Aura struggles to differentiate 
doesn’t mean the film shouldn’t be hip to 
what’s pretentious and what’s legit in an 
increasingly ironic world.
